TERMS OF IRISH SETTLEMENT 
RELAND is to have the same status in the 


British Empire as Canada, Australia and other 

dominions, with a parliament of its own, an 

executive responsible to that parliament and a 
governor-general appointed by the crown. It shall be 
known as the Irish Free State. 


Members of the free state’s parliament shali take 
an oath of allegiance to the constitution of the Irish 
Free State and fidelity to the British crown. 

The Irish Free State shall assume such portion of 
the British public debt as shall be agreed upon jointly 
by Ireland and the British government. 

The harbors of Ireland are to be accessible, in peace 
or war, to the vessels of the British navy. At the 
end of five years provision may be made for Ireland 
to take over a share of her coastal detense. 

Treland shall have an army of her own for defensive 
purposes, but it shall not be any larger in proportion 
to the population of the Irish Free State than is the 
British army in proportion to the population of Great 
Britain. 

Ulster is to be included in the Irish Free State, 
unless, within one month from the date of ratification 
by the British parliament, the northern parliament 
informs the British crown that it does not wish to 
be. In that case it will remain out, and a commission, 
consisting of representatives of northern Ireland, the 
Trish Free State and the British government, will fix 
its boundaries. It will then continue its present 
status under the government of Ireland act of 1920. 
Freedom of religion and education are guaranteed 


in both northern and southern Ireland. 

Pending adoption of a constitution of the Irish Free 
State, a provisional government is to be established 
by the southern Irish parliament. — National Re- 
publican.

U. $. ON SOUND FINANCIAL BASIS 


O say that the year 1922 opens under immeasur- 
ably better conditionns with infinitely better 

prospects than did the year 1921 is to state the 

obvious. Neither is it partisanship to claim for 
the RepuVlican administration the lion’s share of the 
credit for the improved situation. 

There can be no explanation for this improvement 
other than policies which were put into effect on the 
inauguration of President Harding and the calling of 
the special session of Congress. These policies turned 
the country away from the paternalistic ideas which 
seemed to saturate the public mind under the Wilson 
regime.

These are some of the more tangible things which 
have conspired to bring about greatly improved condi- 
tions in the past ten months. But in themselves they 
would have fallen far short of accomplishing what 
has been accomplished had it not been known through-

industry of growing of wtne grapes in 
California. We have gone through two 
full seasons with the country under the 
restraint of prohibition laws _ and even the 
honest prohibitionist will not tell you that 
he helped to make the laws for the pur- 
pose of bringing benefit to the grower of 
wine grapes. In reality he intended that 
such a vineyardist should be stopped in 
his production of the wine grapes and con- 
verted into a grower of the table and 
raisin varieties. He even advised that the 
wine grape vineyard be grafted into legi- 
timate types of fruit for the benefit of 
the grower and of mankind in general. 

Let us see what has happened. 

The rich purchased and stored stocks 
of liquor with the coming of prohibition, 
Poor families and those of modest m ans 
could not afford to do so, and time went 
on demonstrating that one class of our 
citizenship had what it always had, while 
the other element reaped the ignominy of 
prohibition. 

Then came the study of the way out 


of the dilemma for the poor. Nature tells | 


everybody that the jufce of any grape 
will become wine if preventive means are 
not employed. Everybody knows that wine 
grapes make a better grade of wine than 
either the table or raisin varieties; but 
that all varieties will make wine of one 
character or another if you just crush 
them and let them alone, 

This is just what the poor people have 
done, and incidentally they are responsible 
for the creation of one of the greatest 
markets in the United States for the wine 
grapes of California. 

Before prohibition the wine grape was 
purchased and manufactured by wineries 
exclusively. Today the outlet fn that direc- 
tion is confined to markets for non- 
beverage purposes and comparatively little 
wine is being made in wineries. Instead, 
hundreds of thousands of homes in the 
country are making what the government 
permits to be called“grape juice,” and 
which in reality is wine, and the con- 
sumer has therefore become the great 
purchasing power of the raw material— 
wine grapes. 

Is he to be stopped from buying on 
the score that his material may be con- 
verted into home drink of alcoholic con- 
tent? 

Not at all. If such a regulation should 
be proposed, it must necessarily be frown- 
ed down because hundreds of other articles 
= commerce such as raisins, table grapes, 
all fruits, oranges as well, corn from the 
great grain districts of the nation, melons, 
dried prunes, asparagus, and other com- 
modities too numerous to mention, may all 
}be utilized for conversion into liquids of 
| aleoholic content to a degree from 10 to 
50 times the strength allowed by law. 
Certainly the wine grape alone cannot be 
| singled out as contraband while other 
fruits and cereals are permitted in sale. 

Therefore, unintentionally so far as the 

























of much greater value, and the same ton- 
nage of grapes is going into wine as of 
yore. The factories are smaller, but there 
are one thousand times the usual number 
The homes are now the factories and 
prohibition has failed to curtail the real 
quantity of beverage wre. It is merely 
the channel of distribution that has been 
changed. Supervision of production has 
been made impossible, and revenue collec- 
tions are largely failures; for there are 
inow so many sources of manufacture that 
it is not possible or practical to reach 
all. 

The public’ is conscuming just as much 
wine as ever, and as prohibition was 
meant to stop the use of alcoholic liquor, 
the experiment has been a failure so far 
as wine is concerned, It has merely given 
the consunger a_ little more trouble than 
before, but he has overcome the difficulty 
of acquiring his wine with his meals, and 
the futility of strictly enforcing prohibi- 
tion is evident and apparent everywhere. 

The outstanding feature of it all, and 
the angle that hurts the sensibilities of 
the honest, law-abiding American citizen, 
is the reflection that a law of the 
country commands so little respect from | 
the majority a to find the highest types 
of ordinary citizenship violating it with 
‘impunity and setting no examples of 
| righteousness or obedience. 

In other words, those who never in- 
dulged before prohibition are continuing 
}that practice with some exceptions on the 
part of folks whose morbid impulse was 
to egt something that had been forbidden. 
Those who had used alcohol moderately 
are not finding it hard to get and are 
continuing. Those who abused the use of | 
it and who could not control their ap- 
petites are fast dying from poisonous 
concoctions or have become drug addicts. | 

Let us hope that there may continue | 
the demand for our $20,000,000 crop of | 
wine grapes annually. We would aoe 
that the stigma of possible violation of 
the prohibjtion law might be removed 
by a modification of that law; but 
whether it is or not, there has been 
created a new distributing channel for 
the wine grapes of this State instead of 
the exclusive one that prevailed before 
the days of prohibition. 

There is just one safeguard that the 
growers must throw about themselves. | 
They should all be together in co-opera- 
tive marketing effort in order to protect | 
themselves in fair prices and fair mar- 
kets against the combination of buying 
power which can wield such an fnftuence 
when it has to deal with tndividuals as 
against organized, concerted marketing on 
the part of the growers themselves. A 
shining example of the accuracy of this 
assertion was seen in the early season of 
this year.

Reports from various ranchers and 
citrus growers today on the con- 
ditions of the groves in Upland are 
quite encouraging. Many of the or- 
chards have been benefitted by the 
smudging and while there is a large 
percentage of the summer lemons 
which have undoubtedly been frozen, 
the loss is not a total one and the 
trees are not badly damaged, ex- 
cept in a few rare instances. A\l- 
together the prospect is not so bleak 
as the first few days of frost and 
smudge made the growers think. 





LARGE TRACT OF ' 
ETIWANDA LAND SOLD 

Another big deal in vineyard acre- 
age in the Etiwanda region was com- 
pleted in San Bernardino yesterday 
and announced by Fred Gilbert, 
manager of the Canyon’ Springs 
Ranch company, which disposed of 
155 acres of land to Leonardo Bo- 
nano and John B. Picone, both of 
Los Angeles. The purchase price is 
$52,000. : 

One hundred acres of the tract is 
set to grapes, the balance being va- 
cant land. This latter will, however, 
be planted to grapes at once. There 
is a house and domestic water on 
the property which will be occupied 
‘by Mr. Picone. 

This deal is second only to the 
purchase recently made from the 
Fontana Company by H. H. Thomas. 

The Canyon Springs Company dis- 
posed of the grape acreage as it de- 
sires to devote its energies more 
particularly to citrus and other fruit 
aside from grapes. The tract fs ad- 
mirably located on a gentle south 
slope and the land is well adapted 
to grape culture. 

Mr. Bonano, one of the buyers of 
the land, is an extensive realty deal- 
er in the Hollywood district of Los 
Angeles. hTe deal was handled by 
Charles Lacava, a Los Angeles realty 
dealer. 

The price paid for the property 
sets a new standard for desirable 
grape land, averaging $335 an acre 
for the entire tract, two-thirds of 
which is bearing grapes. 








SHORTAGE OF EQUIPMENT 





About one-third of the citrus fruit 
acreage in the county has this year 
been either fumigated or sprayed, 
according to the figures compiled 
by County Horticultural Commission- 
er John P. Coy. Of this amount a 
little less than 12,000 acres have 
been cleaned up by the fumigation 
process, while about 5000 acres have 
ben sprayed. On a basis of there 
being 50,000 acres of citrus in the 
county, this will equal about one- 
third of the total. 

According to Mr. Coy the grow- 
ers of the county have come to rec- 
ognize that it is necessary to clean 
‘up the groves frequently of the scale 
in order to keep them in shape for 
getting the best results in production 
of fruit. This year it was necessary 
for the commissioner to compel the 
cleaning up of but one grove, that is, 
the county had to do the work on 
but one grove. In all other cases 
the owners willingly did the work. 

Not so many years ago it was 
necessary for the county to do a 
great amount of work, some years 
amounting to $40,000 or $50,000. 
The growers had then not become 
educated to the need of getting rid 
of the scale and other pests. But 
as the scale has increased and the 
need of action has become more ap- 
parent the growers have become 
educated to the need. And in most 
cases they have acted. 

“The groves of the county are 
now in the best shape in their his- 
tory,” says Mr. Coy. “The growers 
are doing splendidly in cleaning up 
their groves and in another year I 
look for an increased acreage to be 
gone over 

“A much acreage would 
have been fumigated this year had 
there been equipment in sight to 
have done the work. There is a 
shortage of fumigation equipment 
but we hope to see that gradually 
overcome. I believe that fumiga- 
tion is a much more effective meth- 
od of meeting the conditions and I

than in the past.” Spray is not fa- 
vored by Mr. Coy who hopes to see 
it eliminated as a method of get- 
ting rid of the scale. 

Some fumigating is still under 
way in the west end of the county, 
but on the whole the season has 
closed.

The two principal flelds of activity 
of the New York Zoological society are 
the zoological park in the Bronx and 
the aquarium at the Battery. A third 
undertaking has been the successful es- 
tablishing of a tropical research sta- 
tion in British Guiana, South America, 
under the directorship of William 
Beebe. This laboratory is situated in 
bungalows at the edge of the tropical 
jungle, and although almost on the 
equator, the absence of files and mos- 
quitoes, the cool nights and the com- 
fortable living conditions make it an 
ideal place for scientists and artists to 
carry on research. 

This last season 17 workers took ad- 
vantage of the station. The official 
artist of the expedition is Miss Isabelle 
Cooper. This last year she executed 
over 300 water colors of creatures 
such as insects, fish, frogs, lizards, 
snakes, bats and other organisms 
whose delicate coloring vanishes al- 
most immediately after death. The 
subjects are all drawn from life, being 
held in the hand and studied under a 
hand lens.

DETERMINING VALUE OF 
AN ADVERTISED BRAND 





During the grape shipping this sea- 
son in San Joaquin valley, an inter- 
esting test was made to determine 
the value of a trademark. 


Fruit grown by G. W. Rutledge, 
E. Grossi, F. Bruce, and F. House- 
pian of the Sanger district, all be- 
ing alike in quality, was packed in 
the same way at the same time and 
loaded in the same car. 

Since this fruit was a standard 
of perfection, to determine the rela- 
fruit from each grower’s vineyard 
tive merits of two brands; some 
was packed under the Queen brand 
and some under the Blue Goose 
brand. The car was sold on the auc- 
tion in Chicago. 

The Queen brand sold for $2.25 per 
crate—the Blue Goose brand brought 
$2.75 per crate. 

Since the fruit was all of one 
grade, packed at the same time and 
in the same manner—it must be evi- 
dent that the trademark Blue Goose 
was responsible for 50 cents pre- 
mium per crate above that obtained 
for the same fruit under.the other 
brand, While not affecting the test 
| these two brands topped all com- 
petitive sales of that date, 25 cent 
' and 40 cents, respectively.
